Kennedy Names Brooks Hays 


President Kennedy has named Brooks 
Hays, former president of the Southern 
Baptist Convention, and former member 
of Congress from Arkansas, as Assistant 
Secretary of State for Congressional rela- 
tions. 

Mr. Hays, who headed the SBC 1957- 
59, was defeated for re-election to Con- 
gress in 1958 in a write-in campaign in 
the Little Rock district he had represented 
for sixteen years. His liberal stand on 
race relations and his efforts to bring 
about a peaceful settlement of the con- 
troversy over racial integration in Little 
Rock public schools led to his defeat.

1744, Santiago, Chile. 

Thousands of people pass it each day 
on their way to the city’s main square, 
only seven blocks away. Some have 
entered the building out of curiosity, and 
have stayed to hear the gospel. 

Tim Moya is an example. He is a bus 
driver, and his route in the year 1955 
took him by the building site. He looked 
from his cab window to watch the pro- 
gress of construction. 

Moya and his family were in the crowd 
when dedication Sunday arrived. “I had 
said to myself,” he told the pastor, “that 
this was going to be my church when it 
is finished.” He later was baptized and 
has accepted leadership responsibilities. 

The effectiveness of the evangelical 
witness of First Baptist Church, Santiago, 
since the building was finished in 1955 
is, according to The Commission maga- 
zine, “a clear case of God’s honoring the 
stewardship of money.” Funds for the 
church structure came largely from the 
Jarman Foundation, USA. The Jarmans 
have similarly aided other churches and 
church agencies by Christian stewardship 
of business profits. 


Membership Almost Doubles 


Membership of the church has grown 
from 206, when the new building went 
into service, to a present 386. Member- 
ship totals necessarily rise slowly, for 
applicants must attend services six 
months before they are baptized. 

The church meanwhile has sponsored 
three missions, one of which recently 
was organized into a church. And 
financial gifts to the churches are used 
not only for local causes but for Baptist 
witness as far away as the Gaza Strip. 
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The members gave US $200 last Christ- 
mas for the relief of earthquake victims 
in Southern Chile. 

Total gifts to the church were about 
US $100 a month before the building was 
erected. They averaged $460 a month 
in 1959, with 10 per cent going to the 
Chilean Baptist Cooperative Program. 
They increased to $630 a month in 
1960—after participating in the “For- 
ward Program of Church Finance”—with 
20 per cent going to the cooperative mis- 
sion program. 


Lopez Is Pastor 

Missionary John A. Parker, from the 
Southern Baptist Convention, USA, was 
pastor at the time the building was

erected. He has been succeeded by 
Gustavo Lopez, who served as associate 
pastor for five years prior to Parker’s 
resignation in December 1959. 

Parker found special joy in the 
church’s choice of Lopez as his successor. 
It was he who had baptized Lopez and 
counselled him on his call to the ministry. 
He also performed Lopez’ wedding cere- 
mony and officiated at his ordination. 

Without minimizing in any way the 
effectiveness of the gospel wherever it is 
preached, Parker believes the new build- 
ing has added greatly to the church’s 
evangelistic reach. 

“The Chilean people were accustomed 
to think of the gospel of the ‘Protestants’ 
as one preached on a back street in a 
shabby house or building. With this new 
building, many have come to know of us 
and show respect for us.” 

(Parker also sees two dangers in the 
project. One is that other churches feel 
themselves handicapped by not having 
as nice a building. And another problem 
comes in the fact that a large gift from 
outside donors, as in the case of the 
Santiago church, may make the people 
less inclined to give sacrificially.) 


Architecture Is Attractive 

Architecture of the building is attrac- 
tive and unique. Pictures cannot fully 
reveal the experience one feels as he 
contemplates the entrance where the 
cross stands against the Bible. 

As one goes into the sanctuary, he is 
aware of an atmosphere of worship. The

Baptist World Relief Reorganized 


Dean Goodwin Chairman 
of Relief Subcommittee 


REORGANIZATION of the relief 
committee of the Baptist World Alliance 
was completed at a meeting of the Alli- 
ance’s administrative committee in Wash- 
ington. 

R. Dean Goodwin, director of the 
division of communications of the Ameri- 
can Baptist Convention, New York, was 
named chairman of a group of seven 
denominational and mission executives 
appointed to serve as a relief subcom- 
mittee of the Alliance Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Josef Nordenhaug, general secretary 
of the BWA announced, that reorganiza- 
tion of the relief and refugee rehabilita- 
tion program to bring it more directly 
under direction of the executive commit- 
tee was authorized by the Tenth Baptist 
World Congress at Rio de Janeiro last 
July. 

In addition to Goodwin who has long 
been identified with the relief work of 
his own convention, the relief committee 
includes: R. Fred Bullen, secretary of 
the Baptist Federation of Canada; Baker 
J. Cauthen, secretary of the Southern 
Baptist Foreign Mission Board; Lloyd R. 
Dahlquist, secretary of the Baptist Gen- 
eral Conference; Mrs. R. L. Mathis, 
president of Southern Baptist Woman’s 
Missionary Union; Edward B. Willing- 
ham, secretary of the American Baptist 
Foreign Mission Societies; and Frank H. 
Woyke, secretary of the North American 
Baptist General Conference. 


Appreciation to Paul Caudill 

The world-wide relief program of the 
Alliance, which began in 1920 amid 
tragedies of post-war Europe, has been 
headed since 1947 by R. Paul Caudill, 
pastor of the First Baptist Church, 
Memphis, Tenn. The committee was, 
during the 1947-60 period, a separate 
arm of the Alliance, not directly under 
the Executive Committee. 

The administrative committee unani- 
mously expressed appreciation to Dr. 
Caudill for his leadership of the relief 
program during the past 13 years. 

A. Klaupiks, relief coordinator of the 
Alliance, reported that the relief depart- 
ment is currently at work seeking homes 
for Cuban refugees now in the United 
States and in rehabilitation of European 
refugees who have made their way across 
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R. PAUL CAUDILL was applauded by the 
BWA Administrative Committee for his 
leadership of relief 1947-60. 


Asia and are now being moved from 
Hong Kong to new homes in Australia. 
The ministry of supplying food, medicine 
and clothing to needy individuals in 
many countries continues. 
Nordenhaug said that the central relief 
committee of seven will have the as- 
sistance of the nine vice-presidents of 
the Alliance. These nine, living on all 
continents, will serve as an Advisory 
Council concerning relief needs and 
procedures. The vice-presidents include: 
V. Carney Hargroves, Philadelphia, USA; 
Joseph H. Jackson, Chicago, USA; Lam 
Chi Fung, Hong Kong; Alfonso Olmedo, 
Argentina; Mrs. Louise M. Paw, Burma; 
Alan C. Prior, Australia; William R. 
Tolbert, Jr., Liberia; Henri Vincent, 
France; and Yakov Zhidkov, USSR. 





SBC Radio Ministry Marks 
20th Anniversary 


“The Baptist Hour,” an international 
radio ministry sponsored by the Southern 
Baptist Convention (USA) observed its 
20th anniversary January 5. 

That first broadcast, two decades ago, 
originated in the auditorium of First Bap- 
tist Church, Shreveport, La., where the 
church’s choir and pastor, M. E. Dodd, 
had gathered. The time was early Sun- 
day morning. 

Telephone lines carried the sounds of 
the program to Station KWKH, Shreve- 
port, from which the 30-minute modified 
worship service was sent to 17 stations 
in 11 states. 

Station KWKH still broadcasts “The 
Baptist Hour” but the number of sta- 
tions has grown from 17 to 450, and the 
states from 11 to 36, plus several foreign 
countries. The listening audience is 
variously estimated at between 10 and 
50 million people a week. 

The first program began unassumingly. 
The organist played one verse of “My 
Faith Looks Up To Thee,” after which 
the church choir sang the first verse of 
this familiar hymn. A minute of intro- 
duction followed and Dodd took over. 


In his opening remarks he saluted the late 


S. F. Lowe, chairman of the Radio Com- 
mittee, and the late W. W. Hamilton, 
then president of the Southern Baptist 
Convention. 

Dr. Dodd’s sermon on the first “Bap- 
tist Hour” was entitled “Christ and 
Human Crises”. By today’s religious pro- 
gramming standards it would be con- 
sidered too long—over 20 minutes. 

During the remaining weeks. of this 
first 13-week series of radio broadcasts, 
12 preachers spoke: George W. Truett, 
A. J. Moncrief, Jr., Theodore F. Adams, 
Ellis A. Fuller, J. Clyde Turner, John 
R. Sampey, C. C. Morris, C. Oscar 
Johnson, John H. Buchanan, T. L. Hol- 
comb, John L. Hill and W. W. Hamilton. 

Eighty-two different speakers have ap- 
peared on “The Baptist Hour” during its 
20-year history, including pastors, teach- 
ers missionaries, laymen—and one 
woman, Mrs. G. R. Martin.

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Missionaries Visit 
President Kennedy 


PRESIDENT KENNEDY of the USA as- 
sured 62 Baptist missionaries that he is 
concerned for religious liberty both in the 
United States and around the world. 

The President said that this country 
was founded on the principles of religious 
liberty and political liberty. He expressed 
appreciation for the contribution that 
Baptists and others are making to these 
ideals everywhere. 

The visit with the President was made 
during a school of missions in the 
churches of the District of Columbia 
Baptist Convention. The missionaries 
were from the American and Southern 
Baptist Conventions. 

Josef Nordenhaug, general secretary 
of the Baptist World Alliance, was the 
spokesman for the Baptist group. He 
extended greetings to the President from 
the Baptists of the world and assured 
him of their prayers. 

Referring to the “New Frontiers” pro- 
gram undertaken by President Kennedy, 
Nordenhaug said that “It is our convic- 
tion that the battle will ultimately be 
settled on spiritual frontiers; for what is 
in the hearts and minds of men will 
ultimately determine how they act.” 

The President quickly agreed with this 
expression and referred to his State of 
the Union Message before Congress in 
which he assured the missionaries that he 
is with them in their efforts to impart a 
strong moral fibre into men’s characters 
and in their efforts for religious liberty 
everywhere. 

The President greeted each missionary 
personally at the door of his office. When 
all were inside they formed a circle 
around his desk. He and Nordenhaug 
stood in front of the desk and chatted 
informally. 

As the missionaries entered they shook 
hands with the President and told him 
the name of the country where they 
served. In his remarks he said, “I want 
to express my great appreciation for your 
coming here today, and I am most im- 
pressed in hearing the litany of places— 
Japan, Korea, the Congo——” 

“It is a wonderful thing,” he continued, 
“that you are doing. You have a great 
tradition in your denomination of free- 
dom and you can’t have religious freedom 
without political freedom. The people of 
this country are strongly behind you and 
any help that we can give should be 
made known.”

Ceylon Baptist Schools Nationalized 


The Baptist Times, London, said in its 
January 12 issue that property and build- 
ings of all religious schools in Ceylon— 
except Carey College at Colombo—are 
reported to have been taken over by the 
Government. No compensation will be 
paid. 

This news is reported to have been 
given by Mr. Charles de Silva, acting 
premier, after a cabinet meeting in Co- 
lombo, when he announced that addi- 
tional legislation making the take-over 
effective would be introduced in Parlia- 
ment. 

By earlier legislation all schools had 
been brought under the management of 
the state from December 1, 1960. 

The denomination with the largest 
number of Christian schools is the Ro- 
man Catholic. The Roman Catholics have 
been opposing the taking over of the 


management of their schools and in some 
areas, parents, children and teachers have 
been occupying the premises in protest. 


Churches Also Threatened 


A correspondent from Ceylon told The 
Baptist Times that present government 
policy is pressing hard upon the churches 
and their work. A report issued last 
autumn said that Mrs. Bandaranaike’s 
Socialist government was intending to 
ban the building of churches without gov- 
ernment approval. Churches near impor- 
tant Buddhist centers would be destroyed. 
Permission to build new churches would 
be given only if there were at least 1,000 
adherents of the denomination within 
half-a-mile of the site. 

This would severely limit evangelistic 
work and was probably intended pur- 
posely to hinder the spread of Protestant

and Roman Catholic churches. 


Carey College, a Baptist school at Co- 
lombo, was not affected by the new ed- 
ucation bill of the Ceylonese government. 
(THE Baptist WorLD, January 1961). 


The BMS had 39 schools in Ceylon 
with an enrollment of 848 Christian and 
14,751 non-Christian pupils. 

A spokesman for the Baptist Mission- 
ary Society said: 

“We now know that all our schools 
except Carey College (which is a private 
school) have been taken over by the 
government. No compensation is to be 
paid for land, buildings or equipment— 
and no changes made after July 21, 1960, 
will be recognized. It is likely that Chris- 
tian teachers have been transferred to 
make way for Buddhists in schools where 
the majority of children are Buddhists— 
that is, in all our schools. 

“The change was made, not as gen- 
erally expected on January 1, 1961, but 
on December 1, 1960. Schools closed for 
the December holidays on that day, head 
teachers and teachers were appointed 
anew by the Education Department, and 
detailed instructions have been issued re- 
garding the general running of the 
schools. 


A Testing Time 


“We do not yet know what will happen 
to the hostels. Educational work has been 
the principal activity of all denomina- 
tions in Ceylon, to the detriment of the 
development of the churches, some have 
thought. Certainly, Christians have been 
concentrated around the schools and 
congregations, and their finances have 
depended largely on teachers. The prob- 
able dispersion of the teachers will mean 
a radical rethinking of our whole policy 
and work. It will be a testing time for 
Christian teachers and probably a pain- 
ful and difficult time for all the churches. 


“It is encouraging that so many are 
seeing it as a new opportunity: we shall 
have now nothing but the Gospel to 
offer—no jobs, no security of employ- 
ment; but if Christian teachers are trans- 
ferred to schools all over the island, 
Christian witness will be spread more 
widely than ever before. It really is a 
chance for the church to break away 
from the disadvantages of the historical 
circumstances in which Christianity came 
to Ceylon. But we shall have to be ready 
and alert to meet the new situation.” 
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Radio Evangelism Useful in Latin America 


Frank K. Means, Southern Baptist 
Foreign Mission Secretary for Latin 
America, reports that a surprising amount 
of radio work is now being done by 
Baptists, and radio is felt to be an in- 
creasingly important and effective method 
of kingdom extension. 

“This radio work is harassed by cer- 
tain difficulties, according to our mis- 
sionaries,” Means said. “Where the 
Roman Catholic church is dominant, 
costs are often prejudicially high for 
evangelical groups. Some stations refuse 
to allot time to Baptists and other 
evangelicals. And when a program which 
has been permitted begins to become in- 
fluential, pressures—ecclesiastical coer- 
cion or the potent threat of boycott— 
may be exerted to have it taken off the 
air.” 

The programs are reported to vary 
greatly in technical quality, depending to 
a considerable degree on the training and 
experience of the persons responsible. 
Radio stations also differ in equipment, 
technical knowledge, and the kind of 
listening audiences they deliberately cul- 
tivate.” 


Despite the difficulties, radio programs 
are sponsored by all levels of Baptist 
organizations. Some pastors and individ- 
ual churches have their own programs, 
usually 15 to 30 minute weekly broad- 
casts of a devotional or evangelistic na- 
ture, although practically nothing has 
been done with live broadcasts of the 
Sunday worship services. High costs are 
believed to be the restrictive factor. 

Associational, state and national Bap- 
tist groups, as well as the missions, also 
participate in radio ministries. The Ar- 
gentine Baptist Convention has a radio 
committee, receiving a limited amount 
of support through the convention’s co- 
operative program of finance. Its pro- 
grams are broadcast in Buenos Aires, but 
apparently are not heard in other parts 
of the country. Means said, however, 
Baptist associations in Argentina main- 
tain radio programs in eight strategically 
located cities. 

The Chilean Baptist Convention has 
its own “Baptist Hour.” The weekly 
30 minute program is prepared in a studio 
at the Baptist Theological Seminary in 
Santiago, tape-recorded, and sent to ten 
stations scattered through the country. 
This Chilean radio ministry revolves 
around devotional messages, the question- 
and-answer technique, and a correspond- 
ence course in Bible study. 


In 1946 the South Brazil Mission

launched a religious news program to 


excite interest in and encourage tolerance 
toward the work of evangelicals in gen- 
eral and Baptists in particular. Then in 
1951 the Brazilian Baptist Convention 
created a committee to study ways in 
which radio might be used, and eventually 
it set up a radio commission. 


“Baptists on the March,” sponsored 
by the Brazilian Convention, made its ap- 
pearance in 1955, and since then it has 
been broadcast 5,265 times. At present 
eleven radio stations and 20 village loud- 
speaker systems are beaming its messages. 
State Baptist conventions in Brazil either 
use the national convention’s program or 
devise their own, centered around local 
personalities and calling attention to fea- 
tures of local Baptist work. 


Southern Baptists provide the major 
share of financial backing for radio pro- 
grams maintained by state and national 
Baptist conventions in Latin America, 
Means told his Board. “In areas where 
no one else takes the initiative, our mis- 
sions do what they can,” he added. 


As for the television situation in Latin 
America, Means said: “Radio and tele- 
vision work must be projected as an 
integral part of the total program in each 
country—not as a separate ministry. This 
calls for careful planning, which can be 
done to best advantage through the 
foreign mission board and between the 
missions and the nationals on the field.”

Orcic told us his story. 


“T am the youngest in a family of seven sons, Ours was a very strong 
Catholic family. My oldest brother was the first member to be converted to 
the Baptist faith. Our father refused to speak to him when he would not waver 
from his new beliefs, and we all made him suffer in the home. For two years 


our home life was like this. 


“One day our father called my oldest brother to him, saying, I can no longer 
live like this. You must call all your brothers to come in here. You must tell us 
all how to be followers like yourself. 1 must know your Lord, too!” 

“Now the parents and sons are all active Baptists, happy in their personal 


and real relationship to Christ.” 
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1963 Youth Meeting Site 
Still Undetermined 


Three locations — Beirut, Lebanon, 
Hong Kong, and some cities in Aus- 
tralia—are still in consideration for the 
meeting place of the 6th Baptist World 
Youth Conference in 1963. 

Members of the youth committee had 
determined earlier there was no question 
about the ability of Hong Kong and 
either of two Australian cities, Mel- 
bourne or Sydney, to entertain the con- 
ference. A question had been raised about 
the ability of Lebanese Baptists, num- 
bering about 300, to entertain the world 
meeting. 

The question about Lebanon was dis- 
solved in late January however when 
Robert S. Denny, associate secretary of 
the Baptist World Aliiance, Mrs. Denny, 
and Stuart Arnold, European Baptist 
youth leader, visited Lebanon to survey 
the facilities and abilities of local hosts 
there. 

Denny returned to Washington con- 
vinced that Beirut is equally able with 
Hong Kong and the Australian city to 
entertain the conference delegates. 

A poll is now being conducted among 
members of the Baptist World Alliance 
Youth Committee to determine which of 
the three invitations will be accepted. 

The conference has met previously in 
Prague, Czechoslovakia, Zurich, Switzer- 
land, Stockholm, Sweden, Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil, and Toronto, Canada. 


Scholarship Honors 
Late Kearnie Keegan 


Friends and co-workers of the late G. 
Kearnie Keegan have decided to estab- 
lish a scholarship in his memory at 
Southwestern Baptist Seminary. 

Because of Keegan’s interest in stu- 
dent work overseas, Baptist students from 
other countries will receive priority. The 
emphasis will be on international stu- 
dents who will return to their countries as 
campus religious workers.

Keegan was for 10 years secretary of 
Baptist Student Union work in the 
Southern Baptist Convention.

Seventh Pan-Australian 
Baptist Youth Conference 


SYDNEY, AUSTRALIA 


Although designated “Australian” the 
Seventh Pan-Australian Baptist Youth 
Conference held in Sydney January 10-18 
attracted delegates from beyond the Com- 
monwealth. Eighty-nine came from New 
Zealand and one from Indonesia. 

A total of 725 young Baptists regis- 
tered for the Conference. Three hundred 
twenty-five were from New South Wales. 
In addition to the visitors from New 
Zealand and Indonesia, 50 came from 
West Australia, 80 from South Australia, 
70 from Queensland, 65 from Victoria, 
and 45 from Tasmania. Visiting dele- 
gates were accommodated in the homes of 
Sydney Baptists. 


“To Serve Without Reserve” 

Sponsored by the Australian Baptist 
Board of Christian Education and Pub- 
lication the Conference was organized by 
D. C. Mill, a Sydney pastor. 

The youth voted, in their closing ses- 
sion, to recommend to the Baptist Union 
of Australia the establishment of a na- 


tional Baptist Youth Fellowship.” 

Theme of the Conference was “To 
Serve Without Reserve.” J. H. Knights 
the key-note speaker, said that for far too 
long young people had been “catered to” 
in Baptist churches. They had been 
spoken to in the passive voice instead of 
the active. He appealed to young peo- 
ple to serve and not to expect to be 
served. 

Hayes Lloyd, pastor of the Baptist 
Church, Hamilton, New Zealand, ad- 
dressed most of the evening rallies. 
Sydney Baptists responded to the invita- 
tion to support the evening meetings and 
the large auditorium was filled. Crowds 
exceeding 2,000 packed the Sydney Town 
Hall for two meetings held there. 


Bible Studies Attract Large Attendances 


Each morning at 9:30 during the Con- 
ference Bible studies led by Principal 
Mervyn Himbury of the Baptist Theolo- 
gical College of Victoria, attracted 
capacity congregations. The spacious 
Central Baptist Church was jammed 
with young people sitting on the steps 
of the gallery and in the aisles as this

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A Message from the European Co-Chairman 


ENTHUSIASM MARKS EUROPEAN WOMEN’S WORK

When the European Baptist Women’s 
Union Executive Committee met to for- 
mulate the budget for the work of the 
union, it was agreed that there should be 
a provision made for visits to countries 
where the work was not very strong. 
Consequently, I found myself travelling 
to France, Belgium and Portugal. 

Now, looking back over those weeks, 
I realize that the money was indeed well 
spent. In France and Belgium where the 
number of Baptist sisters is very small, 
there is indeed a great need for encour- 
agement. I discovered that our friends 
living in remote parts and feeling very 
cut-off from the rest of the “Baptist” 
community needed to get together. So 
here in France and Belgium the women 
have now formed themselves into a 
union and meet together whenever pos- 
sible. The generous gifts of money from 
our American sisters have made these 
meetings possible, and our sisters have 
had their travel paid and so have been 
able to attend such meetings. I am con- 
fident that this is good and I believe that 
fine results will come from France and 
Belgium in the days ahead. 

It was a wonderful experience to visit 
Portugal and stay in the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Tennison of the USA. I was 
so pleased to be able to attend the annual 
meetings of the Portuguese Baptist As- 
sembly. Later I had time to travel to 
other parts of the country and speak 
about the work of the continental union. 
As a result of this visit, the women have 
formed a union and asked for member- 
ship in the European Baptist Women’s 
Union. 

We are looking forward to having 
representatives from these countries at 
our next women’s conference at Rusch- 
ikon in July, 1961. 

I have also been able to visit Austria. 
Here the European Federation was hold- 
ing a meeting of the Council and as chair- 
man of the European Baptist Women’s 
Union I had to attend, but before this 
commenced, I spent several days trav- 
elling about and visiting the Baptists. I 
am glad to know that there is now a 
better understanding of the work of the 
continental union and that our sisters in 
Austria are far more interested than 
previously. 

Time and space will not permit me to 
tell much of my most interesting visit— 
to Italy. Here through the kindness of 
the Dewey Moores, I was able to travel 
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to many parts of the country and meet 
many Baptists. In some districts it was 
the first official visit they had received 
in connection with the work of Baptist 
women. We arrived at one meeting two 
hours late, but found the church filled 
with waiting people. They had been 
there since 8 p.m. and remained on well 
into the night. 

What enthusiasm! What devotion 
those people had, and how they longed 
to show their appreciation! At the close 
of that meeting nearly all the members 
of the congregation came forward and 
kissed me on both cheeks. I have never 
been so kissed in all my life. 

The missionaries in Italy have done a 
great job and today we are indeed proud 
of the organized work among the women 
of that land. Certainly the Baptist women 
of Europe are linked together by a very 
strong chain and it now has seventeen 
strong links. 

We shall go on, and on, until all the 
countries of this great continent are joined 
together in the European Baptist 
Women’s Union.

women of Holland like to hear of the 
fellowship among Baptist sisters, and 
Mrs. Flugge of Germany will speak at 
their annual meeting in June, 1961. Mrs. 
Thora Thoong, is also planning a visit 
to Holland and Belgium on her way to 
the Ruschlikon conference. I have re- 
ceived an invitation to speak at the 
women’s session of the Danish annual 
meeting in Holback, Denmark in July. 

After the Ruschlikon conference, I 
plan to visit some places in Germany 
with Elizabeth Flugge. The Ruschlikon 
conference will bring together women 
from all the European countries where 
Baptists are at work. Invitations are 
being sent out to 22 countries and the 
theme of the conference is “God First”. 
These conferences are of great impor- 
tance, as they help us learn to know 
each other, and to understand the feel- 
ings and the way of thinking of different 
people. 

You know of course about the efforts 
that Swedish Baptist women are making 
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in gathering money for furniture for their 
new theological seminary, which is to 
be built in Stockholm. They urge the 
women to put aside 25 oere, about 5 
cents, each week for this cause and hope 
that within three years they will have Sw. 
kr. 500,000—at least. I am sure they will 
succeed. In Norway we have tried to in- 
crease our gifts to foreign missions. The 
latest idea is to sell paper napkins to 
our members, and give the receipts to 
missions. This year we have given Norw. 
kr. 2,000 extra to missions. Instead of 
buying these items in a store, they will 
be bought in women’s circle, and profit 
will go to missions, This year we hope to 
have an income on this sale of about 
Norw. kr. 6,000 ($850.00). 

This summer there are two women’s 
conferences scheduled in Norway. There 
will also be one day training courses in 
women’s groups of many churches, and 
the women are interested in these meet- 
ings where problems are discussed and 
the Bible studied. 


News from Germany

Purchase of 5,000 acres of land in 
Liberia for American Negroes has been 
proposed by the Executive Board of the 
National Baptist Convention, USA, Inc. 

The board of the largest Negro church 
organization in this country named a 
commission to confer with Liberian of- 
ficials in March regarding the purchase. 

J. H. Jackson of Chicago, president of 
the five million member convention, said 
the land would be divided into small 
farms and sold without profit to Ameri- 
can Negroes in an effort to teach Liberian 
natives Christian living and modern farm- 
ing methods.

INDIA: 
New Eye Ward for Hospital 


A new Eye’ Block has been added to 
the British Baptist Missionary Society 
Moorshead Memorial Hospital, Udaya- 
giri, Orissa. The money for it, some 
£750, was raised by a local appeal 
launched to celebrate the twenty-first 
year of the hospital. 

The new block has two wards with a 
nurses’ room, dressing room, store room 
and septic tank latrines. It is to be 
known as the “J. N. Tennent Ward” in 
recognition of the help and encourage- 
ment J. N. Tennent has given the 
hospital. Tennent is a well known 
Scottish Baptist, a Glasgow eye specialist 
and is at present the chairman of the 
Baptist Missionary Society. 

The need for the new building is 
emphasized by the records of eye opera- 
tions performed. In 1951 there were 105, 
in 1955, 179, and by 1959 this number 
had risen to 284. 

Dr. Stanley Thomas, a BMS mis- 
sionary, is superintendent of the hospital 
which serves the Kond Hills and its peo- 


ple. These people have shown an amaz- © 


ing response to the gospel in the last 
decade and today there are over 90 
churches established among them. 


Cyclone Damage In Mizo 


One third of the harvest in the Mizo 
District of India has been destroyed by a 
cyclone which swept through the area at 
the end of October. 

This loss brings the threat of further 
suffering and shortage of their staple 
diet—rice—to the Mizo people. They 
had been eagerly looking forward to the 
results of this year’s harvest, in spite of 
the fact that because of a shortage of 
seed rice at the time of planting they 
had expected it would be much smaller 
than usual. 

The harvest this year should have 
meant the end of famine for them. Since 
last year they have been suffering from a 
most serious rice famine caused by a 
plague of rats. 

The Baptist church of South Mizo, 
where the population is predominantly 
Christian, has decided to appeal to the 
British Baptist Missionary Society for 
help. It was a British Baptist missionary 
who first preached the gospel to these 
people and the BMS continues its work 
among them. 

Pastor H. S. Luaia, secretary of that 
church, says that he fears people in many 
areas will suffer more than last year. 
There are no longer yams in the jungle 
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with which they can supplement their 
diet. These were eaten during the 
famine year. Also it is not known 
whether the government will supply sub- 
sidized rice as it did during the famine. 

Yet, in spite of this new blow, the 
Baptist churches of South Mizo continue 
to demonstrate their faith. They are 
holding thanksgiving services in Decem- 
ber to show their gratitude to God for 
all the help that has been shown them 
during the famine.

GERMANY: 
Dr. Simoleit Dies 

Friedrich Wilhelm Simoieit, a leader 
of missions activity in the German Bap- 
tist Union, died January 13. 

Simoleit was a delegate to the First 
Baptist World Congress in London in 
1905 and served the Alliance as a mem- 
ber of its executive committee 1923-28 
and as vice-president 1934-39. He pre- 
sided at one session of the congress in 
Stockholm in 1923 and preached a con- 
gress sermon at the Berlin meeting in 
1934,

ARGENTINA: 
Baptist Leaders Confer 

At the invitation of a Council of 
Coordination and under the auspices of 
the Southern Baptist Mission and the 
Argentine Convention, 68 national pas- 
tors, 22 missionaries and eight lay lead- 
ers met for ten days in the hills of 
Cordoba last January to discuss Baptist 
work in Argentina. 

A thorough discussion of the relations 
of the Southern Baptist Mission with the 
national body and affiliated churches 
highlighted the agenda. The ministry, 
stewardship, missions, education, publi- 
cations, evangelism properties, and social 
work was discussed. 

Alfonso Olmedo, pastor at San Luis 
and a vice-president of the Baptist World 
Alliance reports it was generally agreed 
that the time is come for the Argentines 
to assume a major share in the conduct 
of the work and responsibilities for the 
evangelization of their fellow country- 
men. 
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BRAZIL: 
Revival Meeting Draws 3,500 

The recent simultaneous, evangelistic 
campaign in Para, Brazil, was launched 
with the state’s largest Baptist meeting— 
an attendance of 3,500, reports Southern 
Baptist missionary Fred E. Halbrooks, Jr. 

Nineteen persons took definite stands 
for Christ that first night; others who 
indicated their desire to accept the 
Saviour were visited later. At the close 
of the week, the ten participating 
churches reported a total of 424 deci- 
sions. 

After renting the Belem stadium just 
two weeks before the meeting date, 
campaign leaders faced the task of filling 
it. There are only 1,200 Baptists in all 
of Para, 600 in Belem. Attendance 
quotas were assigned to the churches, 
and the members distributed 20,000 
printed invitations and extended personal 
ones. Several churches rented buses or 
trucks to take people to the stadium. 
Even rain an hour before meeting time 
failed to deter the crowd. 

A 50-voice choir sang for the service, 
and Thomas E. Halsell, missionary presi- 
dent of the Equatorial Baptist Theologi- 
cal Institute in Belem, preached. 

Open air services, broadcast by loud- 
speakers, were held in the city’s parks 
throughout the week. 
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CANADA: 
New Secretary Named 

Leland Gregory, assistant pastor of 
Yorkminster church, Toronto, was 
named general secretary of the Baptist 
Convention of Ontario and Quebec. 

A native of Binghampton, N.Y., but 
now a naturalized Canadian citizen, he 
succeeds the late P.P.W. Ziemann of 
Toronto. 

Gregory was educated at McMas- 
ter University. He is a former secretary 
of the Baptist Board of Religious Educa- 
tion. 


USA: 
Increased Cooperation Discussed 

Leaders of the American Baptist Con- 
vention, with one and a half million 
members, and the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention, with about nine million mem- 
bers, may get together soon to reappraise 
relations between the Baptist bodies. 

It was felt unlikely that the talks 
would result in a merger of the two 
groups but the plans for discussion 
originated after leaders of the Presby-

terian, Methodist, Protestant Episcopal 
churches and the United Church of 
Christ began to talk of a union. (South- 
ern Baptists and American, formerly 
known as Northern, Baptists split in 
1845 on questions concerning slavery). 

J. Marse Grant, editor of Biblical Re- 
corder of North Carolina, suggested that 
in the light of possible merger of other 
bodies, the Northern and Southern 
groups of the Baptist denomination 
should talk as a first step toward pro- 
viding ‘a strong Baptist witness in 
America.” 

Edwin H, Tuller, general secretary of 
American Baptists, replied to Grant’s 
editorial that “Such meetings are cer- 
tainly in order” but emphasized that they 
should be considered “with the accent 
on exploratory.” 

Other Baptist leaders have suggested 
that the present conversations, together 
with the cooperation of six Baptist groups 
in the Baptist Jubilee Advance, might 
lead to formation of North American 
Baptist Alliance. Such a group would be 
representative of more than 20,000,000 
Baptists. 


Baltimore Baptists Feature Alliance 

Following a pattern set earlier by 
Philadelphia churches in conducting a 
miniature Baptist World Congress, Bap- 
tist churches in Baltimore, Md. conducted 
a citywide Baptist World Alliance meet- 
ing on BWA Sunday, February 5. 

The meeting was held at Seventh Bap- 
tist Church where F. Bredahl Petersen 
is pastor. Speakers included Vernon B. 
Richardson, a Baltimore pastor who re- 
ported on the 1960 congress in Rio de 
Janeiro, and V. Carney Hargroves, a 
Philadelphia pastor and a vice-president 
of the Alliance. 

There are approximately 100,000 Bap- 
tists in the Baltimore metropolitan area. 


Negro Baptists Begin Farm 
Plan to Aid Sharecroppers 

Two tracts of land totalling 196 acres 
in Tennessee have been purchased by the 
National Baptist Convention, USA, 
Inc., under a farm and marketing pro- 
gram designed to give Negro farmers 
economic security and independence. 

Joseph H. Jackson of Chicago, conven- 
tion president, said also that negotiations 
are under way to buy another 400 acres 
in the same state. 

Dr. Jackson said the land will be of- 
fered to rural Negroes for lease, sale or 
rent. In addition, he said, the convention 
is establishing consumer units to guaran- 
tee a market for crops grown on the 
farms.

SBC Publishing Sales 
Top $25 Million in 1960 


Southern Baptist publishing and book 
store sales in 1960 totaled $25,246,672, 
it was reported at the annual meeting of 
the denomination’s Sunday School Board. 
This represented an increase of $157,- 
747 over 1959 sales. 

Eighty per cent of the 1960 revenue 
was consumed by production and dis- 
tribution costs, the report said; 15 per 
cent went to missionary, education and 
service programs of Southern Baptist 
churches, and the remaining percentage 
to capital improvements at Nashville 
headquarters, the two summer assemblies 
(Ridgecrest, N. C., and Glorieta, N. M.), 
and into reserves. 

The Sunday School Board will cele- 
brate its 70th anniversary at the South- 
ern Baptist Convention’s annual meeting 
at St. Louis in May.

floors don’t squeak, for simple rugs are 
in the aisles, The benches are comfort- 
able, and the electronic organ sets a mood 
for worship. 
New Believers Receive Instruction 

The pastor’s office, located at the 
entrance to the building, is an invitation 
to personal counsel; and hundreds have 
responded. One night, as they were leav- 
ing the service, a husband and wife asked 
the pastor if they might talk with him. 
Going into the privacy of his office, 
they told him that they had been attend- 
ing the church for more than a year and 
now they wished to be baptized. And 
they, like many others, were told the 
steps they should take. 

“The church has in its files more than 
a thousand cards of one type or another 
which have been signed by people who 
were attracted to the building and who 
have not yet become members of the 
church. Many others have come without 
leaving their names. There are cards for 
visitors, for those who make professions 
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of faith, and for those who wish to join 
by letter.” 

Parker describes the “follow-through”: 

“When a person certifies on his card 
a profession of faith he is given a tract, 
‘Useful Advice for Those Who Have 
Made Public Professions of Faith in 
Christ’. A few days later he receives a 
letter from the pastor congratulating him 
on his decision and inviting him to join 
a class for candidates for baptism. 

“One class was started at the Sunday 
school hour. Soon a second class was 
started on Wednesday nights before the 
prayer meeting hour. 

“We now have a seven-lesson course. 
Two lessons deal with conversion and 
baptism; two with the church covenant; 
one with the church and its organizations, 
associations, conventions, and the Bap- 
tist World Alliance; one with steward- 
ship; and one with advice about what to 
do after baptism. 

When one course ends, another begins 
for people who have made decisions in 
the meantime. Thus a person who makes 
a profession of faith begins almost im- 
mediately to prepare for baptism. 

“This program encourages perennial 
evangelism in the Sunday school and 
other organizations. When the teachers 
and leaders realize that there are two 
classes going on all the time to prepare 
candidates for baptism, they are more 
conscious of their evangelistic task. It 
is not unusual for a teacher to come to 
the pastor’s office on Sunday morning 
with one, two, or three pupils who have 
asked for baptism.”

Fellowship as the national youth organi- 
zation. Each morning after the Bible 
study session, the Conference divided 
into ten groups which discussed the as- 
signed topics for the day and formulated 
their recommendations for presentation 
to the plenary session. 

Australian Baptists had not previously 
adopted any one organization for coor- 
dinated youth activities and training. The 
proposed organization will seek to com- 
bine existing youth groups and programs 
into one which will preserve the values 
of the various established activities. 


Student Work 


The Conference also discussed the 
promotion in Australia of work among 
students. The Board of Christian Educa- 
tion and Publication is seeking the estab- 
lishment of the Clifford Fellowship as 
the center and pivot of student work. 

Outlining the activities of the Clifford 
Fellowship in Victoria, its secretary, 
Ronald Ham, said that this organization, 
founded six years ago, consisted of uni- 
versity, theological, nursing, teaching, 
and technical college students. It was 
named for John Clifford, notable Baptist 
scholar and reformer and first president 
of the Baptist World Alliance.
